Today three suspects 
were in court charged with 
spying for Israel, China, and 
the Soviet Union. The Israeli 
case is the most disturbing to 
U.S. officials, since, Israel is 
supposed to be a friend. 

And as NBC’s James Polk 
tells us now, all of the cases 
appear to represent a serious 
b re a c h o f se cur ity .

The FBI said the 
batches of documents Chin sent 
back were so voluminous, they 
took two months at a time to 
t ranslate. 

At a Washington hearin g , 
Navy intelligence agent' Tav 
Pollard was denied bail, and 
his wife continues to be held. 
fh e State 0 e pa r t m e n t Ts 
pressing Israel . to disclose 
what Pollard may have given it.

expect that the Justice 
Department would have the 
opportunity to interview any 
Israelis who may be involved. 

With other cases still under 
investigation, there may be 
more espionage arrests by the 
end of this year.
